THE DANGEROUS IRRELEVANCE PRESIDENT GEORGE BUSH 


DESPITE THE HYPE, DESPITE 
THE HOOPLA, MOST STATE 


THE UNION SPEECHES ARE 
duds: laundry lists political initiatives that 
— even if sincerely offered —- have little or 
no chance of becoming reality. On Tuesday, 
President George W. Bush delivered his own 
version of the traditional dud before the first 
Congress of his six-year presidency to be con- 
trolled by the Democrats. Yet the Democrats’ 
slight balance of congressional power has 
little to do with their blurry vision and much 
to do with the nation’s growing disillusion- 
ment. 

The nation today has less faith in Bush 
than ever. His approval rating is at a new low 
— as pathetic as Nixon’s was during Water- 
gate — hovering at around 28 percent, accord- 
ing to some major polls. Scooter Libby, former 
top aide to Vice-President Dick Cheney, who 
is on trial for lying to investigators about who 
blew the cover CIA operative, alleges that 
Karl “Svengali” Rove framed him. And Senate 
Republicans are in the early stages of open 
revolt against Bush’s disastrous war, with 
defense hard-liner John Warner of Virginia 
joining a resolution that calls the increase of 
troops in Iraq harebrained, albeit in very po- 
lite language. All things considered, the pros- 
pects for the Texas dude rancher look grim. 

Bush pulled out all the stops when he 
strode before Congress. He oozed snake-oil 
charm as he congratulated House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi for being the first woman in his- 
tory to capture the office, the nation’s third 
highest. His insincerity was full display 
when he morphed from his usual pose as a 
gun-slinging strongman into a sensitive guy 
bent political cooperation. And his shy- 
sterism was front and center when he offered 
series insincere and inadequate pro- 
environment proposals. 

Anyone doubting the inadequacies of 
Bush's environmental talk should note that 
just hours before he spoke, the heads of 10 
major corporations (including Alcoa, DuPont, 
and British Petroleum) urged the adoption of 
standards far more stringent than Bush's to 
combat global warming. The chief executives 
called for mandatory ceilings on greenhouse- 
gas emissions, something Bush will not 
consider. sad day for Republicans when 
a rabid, pro-business president like Bush is up- 
staged and outflanked by the core of his GOP 
constituency. It appears that it is beginning 
to dawn on at least some big businesses that if 
the planet shrivels up and dies, there will be 
nobody to whom they can sell their goods and 
services. This belated fit of enlightened self- 
interest is, of course, welcome. Too bad Bush 
doesn’t seem to understand just how much 
must be done — and how quickly. 

Bush is less interested in the environment 
than he is in tapping into the growing sense 
among his base of militantly Christian evan-

tal damage and global warming pose threats of 
biblical proportions. Bush's inner Rove always 
tells him to play to his base, to shore up support 
among his most faithful. He has been moving 
in this direction for about two years, longer 
than most people realize. And his tepid em- 
brace of a green agenda more or less coincides 
with the point when the issue gained traction 
among his most conservative religious follow- 
ers, Public expectations, however, are outstrip- 
ping — have outstripped — Bush’s actions. 

If Bush is well behind the curve on envi- 
ronmental issues and desires, he’s danger- 
ously behind the eight ball when it comes to 
Iraq, to which he devoted almost half of his 
State of the Union address. He shucked. He 
jived. He offered the devious milquetoast sop 
of convening a bipartisan council on the war 
on terror. It is not surprising — but it is never- 
theless amazing — that Bush still perpetrates 
the lie that the invasion Iraq had some- 
thing to do with attacking the Al Qaeda net- 
work that attacked New York and Washington 
on September 11 and bombed our embassies 
__ and a naval vessel before that.

Bush is delusional and increasingly im- 
potent. His growing political isolation and 
irrelevance might be welcome on domestic is- 
sues. But in matters of foreign policy and the 
war in Iraq, he enjoys vast powers. His dicta- 
tor-like tendencies did not spring out of thin 
air. Congress for generations set dangerous 
precedents by abrogating its authority and re- 
sponsibility for policing the abil- 
ity to wage war. But once any president has 
troops on the ground in a foreign land, the 
ability to check his will, to reverse his course, 
to make things right — to the extent to which 
they can be righted without disaster of some 
sort — is limited. 

Our president seems hell-bent stretch- 
ing those limits even further than Lyndon 
Johnson and Richard Nixon did in Vietnam. If 
Bush's increase of 21,500 troops in Iraq fails, 
as in all probability it sadly and tragically 
will, the stage will be set for a nasty and divi- 
sive confrontation with Congress this fall — if 
not earlier. And if the past is any guide, as 
Bush slides into even further irrelevance, he 
will grow all the more dangerous. 
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Regarding your January 12 
editorial, “surge” is anoth- 
er word for “escalation.” 
“Iraq” another word for 
“Vietnam.” After success- 
fully invading Iraq, the in- 
competent Bush-Cheney 
administration has botched 
winning the peace. Every 
opportunity for success 

has been squandered; un- 
repairable damage to our 
cause has been self-inflict- 
ed, repetitively. And Bush's 
so-called “new strategy”

The Committee on Oversight and Government Reform may have the imposing title, but it isn't the 
only House committee looking hold the feds accountable. The following reps from New Eng- 
land also will oversee government management from various berths in the 10th Congress: 


BARNEY FRANK, MASSACHUSETTS As chair of the powerful Financial Services Committee, Frank will 
keep an eye out for a host of consumer-protection and -privacy concerns. 

MARTY MEEHAN, MASSACHUSETTS Meehan has been named chair of the House Armed Services Sub- 
committee on Oversight and Investigations. He has expressed his desire to use that post to hold the Bush ad- 
ministration responsible for its strategic conduct of the Iraq War. 

RICHARD NEAL, MASSACHUSETTS A member of the House Ways and Means Committee, Neal has 
announced plans, in tandem with Rahm Emanuel, to investigate allegations that the Internal Revenue 
Service prematurely closed the books on taxes owed by large companies. 

JIM LANGEVIN, RHODE ISLAND Langevin, who was named chair of the Homeland Security Subcommittee 
on Emerging Threats, Cybersecurity, and Science and Technology, plans to improve supervision of the Depart- 
ment of Homeland Security directorate that provides security technology to local and state governments.

many frustrated citizens, however, recent 
years have presented unanswered questions 
well beyond the realms foreign policy and 
national security.

a myth refuted by medical consensus.

centers told the caller falsehoods about 
severe, long-lasting psychological effects 
abortion one even warned that woman 
having abortion “sure suffer from” 
post-abortion stress similar to that suffered 
by soldiers returning from war. 

Frightening stuff, but all for naught 
when you're in the minority. Ditto for a 
damning report about appointment 
unqualified, inexperienced political 
appointees into critical inspector general 
oversight positions.

ably isn’t your bag (see “Republican Radio,” 
News and Features, October 27). But here’s 
the catch: after three-quarters of a century 
on the airwaves, WRKO is a bona fide New 
England institution. the late and 
early '70s, “The Big 68” was New England’s 
dominant Top 40 station. Then, in the "80s 
and after format change driven 
rock’s migration to FM — talent like Jerry 
Williams and Gene Burns made WRKO a 
national talk-radio pioneer. “They were 
one the first big political talkers the 
country; they were really influential,” says 
Scott Fybush, author of “NorthEast Radio

What’s more, the station has long been 

a fertile source of local talk talent. The 
late, great David Brudnoy finished his 
career at WBZ-AM, but he honed his craft 
at WRKO, for example.

In short, the station mattered for decades 
and this age media consolidation 
and homogenization, that very fact makes 
its fate a matter of concern, whatever your 
political persuasion may be.

WRKO’s in-house news team is 
gone too, fired en masse in a cost-cutting 
move. Scott Allen Miller is still on the air 
from 6 to 9 am, but he’s a dead man broad- 
casting; come February 12, former Mas- 
sachusetts House Speaker Tom Finneran 
take the mic for the coveted 
drive-time slot. (If Miller’s lucky, he’ll be 
reassigned another Entercom affiliate; 
not, he’ll out job.) 

Todd Feinburg, formerly the 

evening talk-show host, has been cover- 
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ing DePetro’s old shift, but he’s likely 
axed well when Finneran arrives. 
And last, but certainly not least, Boston 
Red Sox play-by-play will make its debut 
WRKO this spring after more than 
decade on WEEI, the sports-radio behe- 
moth also owned (WEEI will 
still broadcast some games, but WRKO 
gets the brunt of the schedule.) Cranted, 
there are small islands constancy: Rush 
Limbaugh still bloviates weekday after- 
noons, and Howie Carr, the high priest 
Massachusetts conservatism, still holds 
down his 3 to 7 pm drive-time slot. But 
everything else seems for grabs. 

All this flux has prompted great con- 
sternation some quarters. Earlier this 
month, post SaveWRKO.com Web 
site launched conservative Boston blog- 
gers Aaron and Matt Margolis and indus- 
try commentator Brian Maloney — offered 
this call arms: “WRKO know 
now facing sudden extinction. recent 
months, we’ve seen multi-sided debates 
between callers and hosts disappear, while 
fluffy, non-controversial programming 
takes its place. Watching the wholly 
unnecessary implosion great heritage 
talk radio station sad, but hopefully 
preventable. Now, WRKO’s many listeners 
must make their voices heard, before it is 
too late.” 

Stirring words, but they should be 
viewed with skepticism. Maloney, who 
wrote this purple prose, former 
Entercom employee whose previous guest- 
host stints WRKO failed land him 
(He’s also painfully hyperbolic; for 
example, referred Deval Patrick’s 
gubernatorial victory “evil 
Election Day.”) Even so, the overheated 
rantings the SaveWRKO crowd contain 
the germ legitimate question: when 
the dust settles, what exactly will the 
station’s identity be? 

Whatever the answer, the consensus 
among radio-industry observers that 
Entercom’s current gutting-and-renova- 
tion project wasn’t matter choice. 
“WRKO heritage station that has 
glorious history,” says Talkers magazine 
editor Michael Harrison. “It’s had good 
times and bad times, just like a baseball 
team football team. And they’re 
point now where lot changes they’re 
making could fact open the door toa 
new era.” “The Red Sox broadcasts are 
major ingredient the new sauce,” adds 
Tom Taylor of Inside Radio. (Inside Radio is 
owned Clear Channel Communications, 
an Entercom competitor.) “The fact that 
they’re willing move the games over 
from WEEI down 680 tells that they 
really have begun vast rehabilitation 
effort, that they’re really going spend 
lot intellectual capital and other capi- 
tal to rehabilitate the station.” (WRKO 
management refused repeated requests for 
comment for this story.) 
Why does WRKO need rehab, exactly? 
Consider the previous year Arbitron rat- 
ings. the winter period, Arbitron 
credited WRKO with 4.2 Average 
Quarter-Hour (AQH) share for persons 
and up, good for seventh place the 
Boston market. (AQH share measures the 
percentage listeners given market 
who tune for least five minutes 
15-minute period.) spring the 
share fell 3.8, still enough for 
seventh place. WRKO’s summer share 
was 3.7, dropping it to eighth place. And 
the fall quarter thanks, perhaps, 
the governor’s race and the migration 
listeners longer checking out the 
Sox WRKO rebounded 4.6 share and 
sixth place. 
The value these 12-plus numbers 
debatable; that’s why Arbitron provides 
them for free, while charging for ratings 


fine-tuned age and gender. Still, they 
provide sense longer-term trends, 
especially when compared with similar 
data for competitors. In three of the last 
four cycles, for example, WBZ-AM, which 
offers a reliably nonpartisan diet of news 
and talk, topped Arbitron’s Boston rat- 
ing. Last fall, when WBZ finished second, 
it had an AQH share of 6.3, well ahead 

WRKO. More important, ratings 
WTKK-FM which shares con- 
servative-slanted format but broadcasts 
the superior spectrum has seen 
its ratings grow steadily: 2.7 AQH share 
last winter, 2.9 in the spring, 3.0 in the 
summer, 3.6 in the fall. For WRKO and its 
corporate parent Entercom, this worri- 
some trend. think lot what WRKO’s 
been doing has seen reaction 
the challenge they’re facing from WTKK,” 
says Fybush. 

If so, WRKO’s recent failure to pry 
Jim Braude away from WTKK must have 
been especially galling. According 
sources with knowledge the situ- 
ation, WRKO wanted to hire Braude 
one half WTKK’s Eagan and 
Braude program, and who also hosts the 
NewsNight and Wired programs New 
England Cable News Finneran’s 
co-host. (WRKO also considered hir- 
ing Eagan another capacity, but she 
would have ceased being Braude’s broad- 
cast partner.) Had he been hired, Braude 
could have played the radio veteran 
Finneran’s broadcasting neophyte, much 
like John Dennis does for Gerry Callahan 
would also have been the 
progressive yin Finneran’s yang, giv- 
ing listeners program akin the Pat 
Whitley/Marjorie Claprood tag-team 
years past. Ultimately, though, Braude 
spurned advances and saw his 
loyalty rewarded when Greater Media, 
WTKK’s parent company, expanded Eagan 
and Braude’s time slot earlier this month 
from one three hours. 

The failure land Braude makes 
Finneran gamble look all the 
more risky. Two weeks ago, argued 
that Finneran’s intellect and social 
conservatism would make him fine 
talk-show host and willing critic 
the Massachusetts legislature, which 
has tacked the left ideologically since 
Finneran led the House. Entercom must 
agree: according one source, the 
company’s Boston higher-ups (including 
vice-president programming and 
operations Jason Wolfe and vice-president 
and market manager Julie Kahn) wanted 
Finneran even was found guilty 
felony connection with the legislature’s 
2001 redistricting plan, long 
incarcerated.

But not everyone shares the belief, 
expressed Wolfe when Finneran’s hir- 
ing was formalized, that the ex-Speaker 
will “engaging and extremely 
compelling personality” the air. “The 
Finneran hiring full potential,” 
Harrison argues, “but the jury still out 
whether he’s any good talk radio.” 
Fybush sounds more pessimistic. don’t 
know about Finneran as a talk-show host,” 
says. “They’re banking his head- 
line appeal right now, but don’t know 
how that’s going play out over the long 
term.” for the ex-Speaker’s willing- 
ness criticize his former legislative col- 
leagues, one long-time Finneran watcher 
notes that his willingness screw people 
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behind the scenes on Beacon Hill was 
matched by disinclination to publicly 
speak ill of anyone. That may have been 
an asset in the State House, but it’s nota 
recipe for good radio. 


SOX 

Finneran’s future one two huge vari- 
ables facing WRKO today.

(The deal also gives 
the Sox the option purchasing partial 
stake WRKO.) 

The strange part of the deal, though, is 
that the Sox are obviously more natural 
fit for WEEI, with its sports-focused pro- 
gramming, than for WRKO, where talk 
usually turns political and cultural bat- 
tles. According to Mark Jurkowitz, a for- 
mer Phoenix media critic who’s now associ- 
ate director the Project for Excellence 
in Journalism — and who once had his 
own show WRKO the arrival the 
Sox not something fans should 
celebrate. “This marks the end 
long run premier talk sta- 
tion, regardless what the ratings are,” 
Jurkowitz says. “That’s what this station 
has really represented over the years. That 
marks a passage. And it says that the most 
dedicated, devoted, and lively station in 
the market is the FM talker, WTKK, which 
years ago was a creature that didn’t exist.” 

Focus the bottom line rather than 
brand identity, however, and the picture 
looks different. According Inside Radio’s 
in-house estimates, Entercom currently 
gets just under percent the advertis- 
ing revenue spent on radio in the Boston 
market. $38 million approximately half 
of Entercom’s total — comes from advertis- 
ers buying time on WEEI; WRKO’s ad rev- 
enues total about $18.5 million. “If you’re 
Inside Taylor says, 
thinking, ‘If can keep that bill- 
ing WEEI, which the hottest sports 
station in America, and transfer some of 
that heat WRKO and grow that, that’s 
very good day’s work.” 

The overarching question this: 
midsummer, when Finneran has settled 
into his new role and Sox fans are get- 
ting used tuning WRKO for most 
games, will the station have coherent 
new identity? will awkward 
amalgam non-complementary parts? 
best-case scenario, Finneran shows 
he’s natural and mercilessly skew- 
ers his former colleagues; Finneran 
and Carr (a harsh critic of the former 
Speaker) develop nasty rivalry that 
drives listeners back and forth between 
the two; Entercom finds real midday 
talent bring listeners from Finneran 
Limbaugh (former Carr protégé Doug 
“VB” Goudie, currently at Fox-25 TV, is 
one possibility); commercials plugging 
new line-up run endlessly 
during Sox broadcasts and generate 
scads of new listeners; and ratings and ad 
revenue spike enough that Wolfe, Kahn, 
and the other bigwigs Entercom dream 
overtaking WBZ instead worrying 
about fending off WTKK. 

This exceedingly rosy picture, 
however. WRKO’s extreme makeover 
has certainly been bold, but its wisdom 
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resolution avoid evil seldom 
framed till the evil far advanced

In the mid 70s, RHYS 
CHATHAM and a small group of 
downtown NYC avant-garde 
composers were pioneering a 
new sort of “art music,” using 
rock as a foundation rather 
than the non-Western sources 
favored by contemporaries 
like Philip Class and Steve Re- 
ich, and profoundly influenc- 
ing bands like Sonic Youth 
along the way. “This was not, 
of course, to imply that rock is 
not art,” wrote Chatham ina 
1990 essay. “The question we 
were addressing was how far 
could we go in incorporating 
the rhythms, sounds, and 
working methods of rock into 
art music before turning it 
completely into rock.” 
Chatham's crowning achieve- 


ment was a piece for three 
electric guitars, bass, and 
drums called GuitarTrio. It fea 
tures just one chord, E minor 
7, and as Chatham wrote in 
the aforementioned essay, 
“The melodic content drew 
upon the musical vocabulary | 
had worked with on the clas- 
sical avant-garde scene in 
New York and consisted en- 
tirely of the overtone series 
generated by the E string of 
the electric guitar. The rhyth- 
mic thrust and the way the 
musicians played together 
came out of the rock tradi- 
tion.” To celebrate Guitar Trio’s 
30th anniversary, Chatham, 
who now lives in Paris, has 
set off on a North American 
tour during which he'll play 
an extended version (about 40 


minutes) of the piece with a 
different pick-up band of lo- 
cals in each city; Chicago gui- 
tarist DAVID DANIELL is the on- 
ly constant member, and he 
also opens with a solo set. For

Nashville underground 


There’s more the Music City than Alan Jackson and Toby Keith

Nashville. Decades ago, the 

days segregation, hada 

manager based the Music City, 

so the great soul singer played 
there often the New Era Club. “My 
contract called for green room upstairs 
and three tuna sandwiches a day. If 1 
tried to sneak another one, the lady who 
ran the place would say, ‘Uh, uh, uh, you 
already had recalls, chuck- 
ling mightily. 

Over the nearly five decades of his ca- 
reer Burke has seen it all, from playing 
Klan rallies recording the soul 
citadels Muscle Shoals and Atlantic 
Records studios New York and Los An- 
geles. But he’d never seen recording 
space like Buddy Miller’s Nashville pad 
when he arrived there last year to cut his 
latest album, the inspired country-soul 
fusion Nashville (Shout! Factory). “Buddy 
has dedicated his home music. Every 
inch the place wired for sound. 
There are microphones the ceilings. 
And his wife, Julie, who is also a singer 
and songwriter, was there saying, ‘Hi, 
ya'll. You want something to eat or a cup 
of coffee?’ They let me into their lives, 
and soon | understood that was their way 
making music living it. How deli- 
cious and pure was.” 

You can hear that purity in Burke’s 
performance the disc’s lead track, 
version country legend Tom Hall’s 
“That’s How Got Memphis.” His mar- 
velous red-clay voice full gorgeous 
tones, crisp, clean, and present 
seems were singing your ear. 
“This the first time ever gotten 
natural sound. We cut that with Buddy 
guitar and bass player and one mi- 
crophone the living room. just 
moved the couch.” The rest the album 
was made in Miller's kitchen, dining 
room, and front porch, depending the 
sonic qualities the producer was seeking 
for certain tracks. 

Miller’s method seems the antithesis 
the way the Nashville establishment has 
operated since country music planted its 
roots there in the 1940s. The city competes 
with New York, Los Angeles, and Miami 
a major recording center, with formal stu- 
dios dotting its side streets and major 
thoroughfares. Early on, the revenue gen- 
erated the recordings Patsy Cline, 
Chet Atkins, and even Elvis Presley, who 
cut classics at Music Row’s RCA Studio B, 
built framework major studios that 
survives today, nurtured on the profits of 
CDs Alan Jackson, Keith Urban, Toby 
Keith, Montgomery and Big 
Rich high-gloss acts who spend months

state-of-the-art studios polishing their 
songs for maximum chart impact. 

But there’s also the other side 
Nashville, an underground scene of 
artists who are blossoming with 
significant work. The most obvious signs 
change those far outside Tennessee 
are the unvarnished recordings that get 
labeled alt-country, from Steve Earle’s 
post-major-label work more recent al- 
bums the likes Gillian Welch, Kevin 
Welch, and Buddy Miller. And now 
there’s this disc Burke, who was 
joined those last three for Nashville. 

Miller spent decades studio player 
and songwriter before beginning 
recognized on his own artistic merits, in 
the late 1990s. Now revered figure 
among the undergrounders who began 
establishing their own home and garage 
studios and making their own albums 
more than a decade ago, when computer- 
based recording got cheap and good and 
they found that the established country- 
music industry had little interest their 
work.

Nas’s album title challenges generation

n his 1999 solo debut, Black on Both 

Sides (Rawkus), Mos Def says, “We 

are hip-hop. Me, you, everybody. 

So the next time you ask yourself 

where hop-hop going, ask 
yourself where going? How do- 
ing?” It’s ironic, then, that the cover of 
Nas’s Hip Hop Is Dead (Def Jam) finds us be- 
low ground, looking the rapper 
drops lone rose our collective grave. 
“If hip-hop should die, we die together,” 
he declares on the title track. 

It’s hardly the first time this morbid 
topic has been broached. Ever since Run- 
teamed with Aerosmith 
“Walk This Way” into rotation on MTV 
way back in 1986, hip-hop has been eulo- 
gized. Even in 1994, the year Nas’s now 
classic IIlmatic (Columbia) was released, 
Common lamented, “I Used To Love 
H.E.R.”: “Stressing how hardcore and real 
she is She was really the realest before she 
got into showbiz.” More than 12 years lat- 
er, shuffles through Cap ads equating 
hooded sweaters with the "hood. 

The most popular interpretation 
Nas's title declaration — dismissed by 
Nas, who never pretends there’s a simple 
explanation — is that the New York star 
insulting the South, where hip-hop 
has thrived in the new century to the 
detriment of the music’s home court. 
Such talk prompted Atlanta-based rapper 
Ludacris to wear a shirt at the BET 
awards that said, “Hip Hop Dead, 
Lives the South.” Regional co-workers 
T.I., Lil’ Wayne, and Young Jeezy have 
voiced similar feelings. 

But what's been overlooked with the ar- 
rival of Nas’s eighth all-new CD is the 
emerging power the battle-tested veter- 
an. KRS-One and Chuck D of Public Enemy 
had been relegated old-school comps and 
the college lecture circuit by the time their 
careers hit the double-digit expiration 
date. But Nas, the new kind of hip-hop leg- 
end, now entering the 16th year of his 
recording career (see Main Source’s classic 
Breaking Atoms for the then-17-year-old’s first 
verse), finds himself at an artistic and com- 
mercial peak with Hip Hop Is Dead, an album 
filled with many great hooks and perfect 
lines as his last commercial smash, It Was 
Written (Columbia), 10 years ago. 

Even more surprising genre famous 
for its short attention span and indus- 
try that tends to treat urban music as dis- 
posable, the Queens-born legend has com- 
pany. In just the second half of 2006, Jay- 


Snoop Dogg, Ghostface Killah, OutKast, 
and the Roots all released albums that 
were not just relevant but the highest- 
profile CDs of the year. None of these 
artists has left the spotlight in his decade- 
plus career. This longevity gives them the 
ability to start conversations and create 
change, not just among historians and 
critics but on BET, at local radio stations, 
and the streets. When Chuck chal- 
lenges the status quo, bunch 
fortysomethings nod their heads, but Nas 
can put the young rappers (and the lil’ 
ones, too) on the defensive. 

The sentiments of that four-word title 
are at the core of every track on the disc. 
The opening “Money over Bullshit” laced 
with an epic deep-bass riff and marching, 
dirge-like, clipped-off drum licks; the cho- 
rus urges: “Join me in war, many will live, 
many will mourn/Money over bullshit, 
pistols over brawn/Afraid not none 
you cowards but of my own strength.” It’s 
one of the best songs on the album, and 
vivid verses emphasize craft over 
gloss. On “Not Going Back” he condemns 
the lavish lifestyles of video culture: “First- 
class flights, diamonds in your crucifixes/ 
All those things, you still ain’t really doing 
shit, kid/ reality earn 
salary/The way | flaunted it then would 
now embarrass me/It kinda make me want 
to hate bling/It’s a race thing/How they 
sell blacks the bootleg shit.” 

Ever the contradictory icon, Nas has 
never shied away from his past as a Diddy 
collaborator and pioneer the bling cul- 
ture that has mostly run its course. The 
artist who once recorded song called “De- 
stroy and Rebuild” sees no contradiction in 
now offering “Carry Tradition” 
album he’s named Hip Hop Is Dead. 

only the beats were complex. Nas’s 
passable selection has always been target 
of his critics, and there’s no denying that 
the rhythm tracks are rarely worthy of his 
Will.i.am the Black Eyed Peas 
gives the CD two of its best beats, the “In- 
title track and 
Forget About You,” which samples 
Nat King Cole’s “Unforgettable” without 
blaspheming. Kanye West and L.E.S. also 
provide top-notch work, especially the 
drum-heavy “Let There Be Light” (Kanye) 
and the Jay-Z guest-starring, Godfather 
“Black Republican” (L.E.S.). 

Still, nothing progressive memo- 
rable, and Scott Storch’s two commercial 
retreads include “Play on Playa,” easily the

worst song the album. The best beat 
comes from Dr. Dre, who provides “Hus- 
tlers” with paranoid screeching strings 
that would have sat nicely next guest 
star the Game’s work on his recent Doctor's 
Advocate.

rgentine tango has a strong tra- 

dition. Which is both good and 

bad news for Bernardo Monk, 

the 30-year-old Berklee-edu- 

cated reed player and composer 
who brings his MassTango production 
music and dance to the Somerville Theatre 
this Saturday night. 

If you want to get technical, Monk 
shouldn't even be playing tango. His 
main instruments the soprano and 
alto saxophones — have never been part 
of the tradition. But he also identifies 
himself as a jazz musician, and as he 
tells me over tea and cake at Trident 
Booksellers & Café on Newbury Street, 
“For a jazz lover, if you don’t try to 
break the rules, it’s not worth it.” 

Plenty of jazz musicians play, or have 
written, tangos, but for jazz instru- 
mentation. Monk’s new Ponele la firma 
(roughly “Take that to the bank”) goes 
back to what many think of as tradi- 
tional Argentine format: violin, bass, 
piano, and, of course, bandoneén, the 
button-accordion-like instrument that 
has become signature the music. The 
bandoneén’s warm, huffing tones (some- 
where between harmonium and organ), 
its attack, and its harmonic scheme are 
so identified with the music that, as 

Aonk says, “If you heard a bandoneén 
playing with Aerosmith, you'd think, 
‘This 

For some listeners, the sound of 
Ponele la firma will conjure another associ- 
ation: Astor Piazzolla, the 2oth-century 
genius of tango who revolutionized the 
form. Piazzolla was a classically trained 
bandoneén player who studied with the 
legendary composition teacher Nadia 
Boulanger and introduced the contem- 
porary classical vocabulary to tango. 
The reaction was at first almost violent. 
“He was almost like a musical terror- 
Monk says, laughing. this hum- 
ble folk music he was introducing the 
language of Stravinsky and Messiaen 
and Milhaud. Some people had the same 
reaction that generation jazz musi- 
cians had to Ornette Coleman’s playing 
the blues. 

Ponele firma, Monk takes 
similarly free approach, but instead of 
Stravinsky, he brings in Charlie Parker 
and Coltrane. Throughout, you can hear 
the syncopated 4/4 rhythm and folk- 
like melodies that for many listeners 
define tango. Pieces like the title track 
and “Troesma” unfold with the languid 
drama, lurching rhythms, and romantic 
string parts that you might associate 
with Last Tango Paris Robert Duvall’s 
Assassination Tango. “Arriba!” roman- 
tic ballad sung Noelia Moncada, 


and Monk himself takes 
couple of rustic vocal turns 
backed acoustic guitar. 
And there are couple 
jaunty milongas — the old- 
fashioned 2/4 form of the 
tango. But most often the 
pieces Ponele firma ex- 
pand traditional forms 
with solo passages and 
abrupt changes mood 
and tempo. The last tune 
on the album, “Altohélico,” 
breaks from its folk melody 
for an alto solo over jazz 
piano chords. “Troesma” 
features a skittering avant- 
bowed bass cadenza by 
Juan Pablo Navarro that 
a John Zorn album. 

Monk laughs when he 
remembers. “I saw him do 
it and I said, ‘Okay, I want 
that! 1 want you to do that!’ 
And that’s great. When you 
start writing for people, 
you know how they play. 
That’s something Duke El- 
lington said. think part 
the success of what I do is 
about knowing the player.” 
Navarro is a jazz player, but 
the bandone6n on the tune is played by 
the esteemed Argentine tango artist Nés- 
tor Marconi. “I told him, ‘Maestro, do 
whatever you want, because I know your 
style will fit, just want you finish 
this way.’ That tune one best mu- 
sical portraits, I think, because it has a 
little bit everything.” 

Unlike, say, portraits 
of Louis Armstrong or Bert Williams, 
Monk’s are self-portraits. Born in 
Buenos Aires to a musical family (“Ev- 
eryone is a musician”), he moved here 
in 2001 to study at Berklee, joined by his 
wife, the tango dancer Fernanda Cajide. 
mance, along with the dance group Bo- 
Soma, which has choreographed one 
Monk’s tunes. 

Monk says that even with his ex- 
tended forms, the dance rhythms are 
the backbone, and he likes to keep solos 
tight and “precise” his tango pieces, 
preferring the “trading” eight-, four-, 
and two-bar breaks to longish solos. “A 
friend of mine, his father said, ‘Watch 
the dancers’ feet. they’re moving 
okay, you're playing okay.’ ” And, I add, 
the dancers are improvising too. “Yes, 
they’re improvising, but play- 
ing with few cats, responding 
to what you're hearing — your ear asa

your ear as a dancer. And that’s one of 
the problems have with wife! When 
I dance with her, she says, ‘What are 
you doing?’

From Finland with love, not mention attitude, Varttina 
arrived at the Somerville Theatre last Friday, and as the sor- 
rowing wind whipped through the speakers, the 
three vocalists — Mari Kaasinen, Susan Aho, and Johanna 
Virtanen took the stage and broke into “Tauti” (“Dis- 
ease”), fighting off the title devil dog with lots writhing 
and threatening. They could have used some help fighting 
off the back line, six guys fiddle, accordion, bouzouki and 
soprano sax, bass, percussion, and guitar; Varttina, who 
took their present form in 1989, have evolved, the boys have 
steered the girls farther from their distinctive odd-metered 
runos and closer overamped backbeat rock. 

The numbers drew largely from their 2006 release, Miero 
(Real World), with a scattering from previous albums going 
back (“The Night Fire”) from 1994’s Aitara, plus 
one number, the upbeat “Pajatus” (“Chatter”), that hasn’t ap- 
peared CD. (It was scheduled for Iki but got bounced.) 
Dressed combinations red and black, with long skirts and 
bare feet, the ladies cackled and kaffee-klatsched, shimmied 
and swiveled, the band providing Balkan and Middle Eastern 
flavor. They explained some the songs —“That’s woman 
power!”, Aho exulted after “Lumotar” (“The Enchantress”). 
“Eerama” (“Outcast”) were performed cappella. 
Vartinen did the plangent solo “Vaiten valvoin” (“I Lay 
Awake”) and the tongue-twisting snake spell (“Old 
Coot”); Aho got the solo “Maaria”; Kaasinen got splinter

son as a pixie mewling “Love me, 
love me, say that you love me” got a 
rude awakening on the band’s pre- 
vious studio album, Long Cone Before 
Daylight. The group once poised to 
become Sweden's Creat New Abba 
Hope had turned a dark corner. 


Gone were the boppy lounge-pop 
beats, replaced with formidable gui 
tar licks, a melancholy alt-country 
twang in Persson's beguiling voice, 
and aching odes to doomed relation 
ships. But on Super Extra Gravity, Pers- 
son's a victim no more. Hearing her 
purr “Sit! Cood dog — stay! Bad 
dog!” at the beginning of “I Need 
Some Fine Wine and You, You Need 
To Be Nicer” may elicit a laugh, 
but, backed by Peter Svensson's 
tight arrangements, she takes the 
reins for the rest of the song and 
the CD. She still gets to play 
chanteuse on the lush “Don't Blame 
Your Daughter,” but this grittier re- 
lease gives her more room to roam. 
On “In the Round,” she makes like a 
coy Stevie Nicks over a minimal 
bass line, and she wails “I'm fickle 
and I'm vain” on the stomping “Los- 
ing a Friend.” The closer is a sequel 
to Long Gone Before Daylight’s “And 
Then You Kissed Me” that's much 
like the rest of Super Extra Gravity: dis- 
torted, gravelly guitars underscore 
Persson's voice, but now when she 
says, “True love/Is cruel love,” you 
believe she might be the one inflict- 
ing the blows.

community, James Holden's debut 
full-length is a surprising departure 
from the progressive house that’s 
given him a following: on The Idiots 
Are Winning, the DJ/producer 
renowned for his trance mixes has 
turned toward the house head 
phone crowd. The move has been 
acclaimed by aficionados who rarely 
look to the populist trance subset; 
experimental house producer 
Matthew Herbert even named The 
Idiots Are Winning one of the best 
records of 2006. The CD begins with 
the thumping persistence of 
“Lump” and carries on through 
“Corduroy,” the whirring and 
whooping cut-up centerpiece that 
could be the focus of an updated 
Fantasia come 2100. The second half 
fizzles out with silly tracks like “In- 
tentionally Left Blank” and “Quiet 
Drumming,” so maybe it's better to 
view the release as an EP, a promis 
ing attempt to bridge two sections 
of the dance family tree that 
shouldn't have stopped talking to 
each other in the first place.

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Producer extraordinaire Nigel Godrich’s new Internet TV show, 
From the Basement, is splendid in theory: bring A-list artists 
(Thom Yorke, the White Stripes, Beck, etc.) to a first-rate stu- 
dio (the BBC's Maida Vale in London), hire an acclaimed music 
video director (Sophie Muller) to shoot in high-def as said 
artists play in the intimate space (no studio audience), and 
have one of the best producers going (Godrich himself) record 
the audio using all-analog equipment, and, blap!, you've got 
yourself one helluva show, right? But here's the paradox: the 
available formats — iTunes’ MP4 and Windows Media Video — 
offer not-quite-DVD-quality video and nowhere-near-CD-quali- 
ty audio. And the price tag ($12 for the first episode — six songs 
at $1.99 a pop) borders on insulting, especially when you con- 
sider that most TV shows on iTunes go for $1.99 per episode 
So though | thoroughly enjoyed episode #1 (three songs from 
the Stripes, two from Yorke, and one Kieran Hebden/Steve 
Reid collabo), |'d recommend waiting till the whole thing's 
available on DVD. Here's a look at four of the performances

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EVEN AGE 30, YOUR BRAIN 


DIFFERENT FROM 


THE AVERAGE STUDENT’S

For anyone over planning back 
school, there shortage things 
worry about. What should you 
about child-care, holding down part-time 


(or maybe even full-time) job? the financial 
investment worth this stage your life? 
you really want that geezer the college 
seminar who keeps preaching about how things 
were back the day? Would you have get one 
those trendy diagonal haircuts? 


But the hardship of being the Rodney Dan- 
gerfield of Psych 101 goes deeper than the wrin- 
kles setting you apart from your classmates. Be- 
hind that “non-traditional-student” face is a 
brain that might not be up for college-course 
work — not the way it used to be. 

As you enter your late 20s and early 30s, 
you may start noticing that your reaction time 
is a little slower. Your vision is a little fuzzier; 
your hearing is a little less sharp. You may not 
be grasping for nouns or griping about senior 
moments — that’s still a couple of decades 
down the line — but is your brain already 
headed toward its inevitable decline? Can you 
really keep up with those feisty undergrads 
and their still-supple minds? 

Getting back into the swing full-time aca- 
demics may be tough, but you can take solace 
in knowing that, unless you're already qualify- 
ing for senior-citizen discounts, your brain is 
still working with you, not against you. Even if 
your senses are diminishing ever so slightly, 
and even if you are losing a handful of brain 
cells every day, your brain is a remarkable or- 
gan that finds ways to compensate for most 
losses — especially in early adulthood. 


EVERYTHING ONCE 


The brain is constantly engaged in a sort of 
spring cleaning, pruning away the neurons 
and connections that are not being used. 
That, in turn, allows us to be faster and more 
efficient tasks that lot, explains 
Kurt W. Fischer, director of the Mind, Brain, 
and Education program the Harvard Gradu- 
ate School of Education. It also means we 


have a harder time learning new things, or 
doing things we haven't done in years. 

“At any point in life, if you don’t do some- 
thing for a long time, you get rusty,” Fischer 
says. For older returning students, that rusti- 
ness can be frustrating, especially when 
faced with math or foreign-language require- 
ments, which call on skills that may have 
been dormant for more than a decade. 

Another potential weakness among older 
students is their declining ability to multi- 
task. That’s particular liability college, 
when you need to be able to write a paper 
while tuning out the background noise 
rowdy dorm, or take notes while listening to 
lecture and looking Powerpoint slide. 

Trouble with multitasking can begin 
early as age 30, according to a study conduct- 
tive neuroscience at McMaster University, in 
Canada. 

Sekuler recruited 176 subjects between the 
ages of 15 and 84 and asked them to complete 
two separate tasks. First, she had them identi- 
letter that flashed the middle video 
screen. Then she asked them point cir- 
cle after briefly appeared somewhere near 
the edge the screen. Then, Sekuler had 
them do both tasks simultaneously — which 
was the older subjects’ undoing. 

study, the difficulty with pay- 
ing attention two things once showed 
at surprisingly young ages. “On some tasks if 
you're 25, 35, 45, it doesn’t really make much of 
she says. But when looking the 
ability multitask, “it was gradual, linear 


loss across the age ranges.” People in their 30s, 


she says, had significantly more trouble with 
multitasking than people in their 20s. 

The results are particularly striking given 
the simplicity of the tasks involved. “Chances 
are, as you make the tasks more and more 
complex, you will see bigger and bigger ef- 
fects,” Sekuler speculates. For the type of 
complex multitasking required of a college 
undergraduate or grad student, then, the dif- 
ference between a 35-year-old and an 18-year- 
old can be quite pronounced. 


HOPE FOR TIRED INTELLECTS 
There is good news, though: whether you're 
trying to do eight things at once or pulling out a 
dusty solar calculator for your first math course 
since the '9o0s, the brain is incredibly flexible 
and can be trained. Sekuler found, for exam- 
ple, that when subjects repeated divided-atten- 
tion tasks for an hour a day for multiple days in 
a row, the age-based differences in ability virtu- 
ally disappeared. 

So even if a 30-year-old student is entering 
school at a slight disadvantage, chances are 
that by the end of the semester she'll be writing 
her final paper while instant messaging, lis- 
tening to music, checking the latest news on- 
line, and eavesdropping on the couple at the 
next carrel — just like her multitasking- 
proficient peers. 

But helps flex that gray muscle. The 
idea of brain training has gotten a lot of atten- 
tion recently. Proponents the “use lose 
it” approach to brain aging argue that engag- 
ing in mental calisthenics — crossword puz- 
zles, word games, Sudoku — may stave off age- 
related memory loss and dementia. 

People worried about mental decline can 
find cranial stimulation computer games 
such as Nintendo’s “Brain Age,” released last 
year, which calculates the age of your brain 
based on your agility with word puzzles and 
arithmetic quizzes — and urges you on through 
exercises that take years off your brain. The car- 
toon head of Japanese neuroscientist Ryuta 
Kawashima real person who specializes 
brain-imaging research at Tohoku University in 
Sendai) bops and down corner the 
screen, explaining the concept the game and 
the research behind and urging you play 
daily so as to reach the “ideal” brain-age of 20. 
(The bobblehead also scolds you when you press 
the on button after a day or more of inactivity, 
and menaces you with images of what a “lazy 
brain” looks like.)

Rather than relying on crossword puzzles 
or video games to stay sharp, Harvard’s Fisch- 
er recommends that older students brush up 
on two key skills they have not likely honed in 
the workforce: writing essays that make an ar- 
gument and reading books quickly and 
efficiently. 

Once older students scrape off the rust, 
according to Fischer, they are likely to find 
themselves at an advantage. “In terms of 
brain functioning, the 30-year-old or 35- 
year-old actually has major advantages over 
the 18-year-old because they've developed ca- 
pacities that the 18-year-old doesn’t have 
yet,” he says. 

In the typical process of brain develop- 
ment, Fischer explains, isn’t until around 
age 20 that people can relate multiple ab- 
stract concepts, so an older student will have 
an easier time working with complex philo- 
sophical ideas than will an 18-year-old who 
is still developing those capacities. 

There are other obvious advantages to 
having a little life experience before enter- 
ing the classroom. People who have already 
been in the workforce are often better at 
budgeting their time and asking for help, 
according to several professors who have had 
older students in their classes. Older stu- 
dents are also likely to be more committed to 
their education than are students who are 
simply following an expected path. 

“Their ambition is much greater because 
they have this deep understanding of what a 
college education can mean,” says Elizabeth 
Swanson Goldberg, an English professor at 
Babson College. “They're there. They’re pay- 
ing for it. They’re serious.” 

Sometimes, though, the best way for an 
old dog to learn new tricks isn’t to be seri- 
ous; it’s to revert to childhood. That's what 
Fischer found when he studied a group of 
20- and 30-year-olds learning how to use 
Lego robots. 

“The adults who did the best figuring 
them out acted a lot like little kids: explor- 
ing the objects, trying lots of actions with 
them, playing with them like a two-year-old 
or a six-year-old would,” Fischer says. “If 
you're learning something new — the newer 
it is the more this is true — you need to let 
yourself likeakid.”

SCHOOL FOR ANTI-GEEKS 


Picture an engineer charismatic enough to net- 
work with investors and attract funding. Likely 
he or she would go places. At NORTHEASTERN 
UNIVERSITY'S SCHOOL OF TECHNOLOGICAL 
ENTREPRENEURSHIP, which was established in 
2004 with a master’s program begun in 2006, a 
coterie of interdisciplinary faculty equips scien- 
tists with entrepreneurial skills and business 


types with the niceties necessary to run techno- 


logical startups. 

Technological-entrepreneurship programs 
are usually attached either to an engineering 
school or to a business school, says associate 
professor John Friar, “but courses are general 
and not geared towards technological entrepre- 
neurship. Engineers and business don’t talk to 
each other.” 

The school at Northeastern, by contrast, is 
an independent entity with faculty from busi- 
ness, engineering, the social sciences, and the 
humanities, who create and team-teach cours- 
es tailored to issues faced by technological 
entrepreneurs. 

Technical people often have ideas for which 
markets don’t yet exist, explains Friar. In such 
situations, standard business models about 


sis. It's more complicated for technological 
entrepreneurship.” 


Asked what need the school met, he says, 
“Most people who've developed technology- 
based businesses come up from the engineering 
side and learn how to manage the business. 
We'll let you jump five, 10 years ahead in your 
experience, avoid mistakes, and be further 
along in your competency.” 

Many scientists and engineers are creative, 
noted Paul Zavracky, dean of the school, “but 
few have the skills to convert breakthroughs 
into viable products and services. However, 
economies around the globe are strengthening. 
For the US to maintain its leadership, we must 
develop new skills, stay ahead of the curve.” 

Timothy Chadwick, 25, a Master’s student, 
came in with an idea for software for campus 
student organizations. He'd developed it for his 
alma mater in Rochester, New York, and want- 
ed to refine it and market it more widely. “I 
used the classes to investigate my idea,” says 
Chadwick. “There's not one class that wasn’t 
immediately applicable.” 

Asked whether he'd been transformed from 
geek to charmer, Chadwick laughed. “I see that 
stereotype reinforced daily,” he says. “People 
who have a good idea on the engineering side 
are inhibited.” 

In one course, Chadwick learned that the 
first step is to identify your own personality 
type: are you an inventor; a small businessman;

“You have to know where you 
start,” he says. “The goal is to get to ‘charismat- 
ic,’ get out of ‘nerdy, geeky,’ and just practice.” 
And students get a chance to do just that 
every summer at retreats at the university's 
Ashland campus under the mentoring eyes of 
already-successful entrepreneurs.

ALL GIRLS TOGETHER 


Almost any woman will tell you that the world 
is not yet flat, that the playing field between 
men and women is not yet level. According to 
Deborah Merrill-Sands, dean of the MBA 
CERTIFCATE IN ENTREPRENEURSHIP PROGRAM AT 
SIMMONS, the constraints women face are well 
documented and show up overtly or covertly 
in differential access to venture capital, on- 
the-job expectations, and promotions. But 
jon’t go into the Simmons MBA program for 
women (located in several charming town- 
houses in the Back Bay) to learn feminist theo- 
cy or grouse about how girls don’t get a fair 
shake in business. The focus of the entrepre- 
1eurship certificate, introduced in 2005, is to 
anderstand realities of the business world and 
aelp women do something positive in it, 
namely, make successes of themselves. 

Evidently it works. Companies regularly 
approach Simmons for help with their pro- 
grams, and Entrepreneur magazine rated Sim- 
mons'’s certificate the best in New England 
and 18th best nationwide. 

Simmons's certificate is tailored to the 
special concerns of women entrepreneurs. 
“Social responsibility is a major area of inter- 
est to women,” says Merrill-Sands. “How do 
you align interest in profitability and social 
responsibility?” 

According to Teresa Nelson, a professor of 
entrepreneurship working in the program, 
women are also more interested in “lifestyle 
businesses,” where the idea is to bring in mon- 
ey for other priorities in one’s life, such as trav- 
el, kids, or anything else. “The traditional 
model is to give up your life to start a busi- 
ness,” she says. “Where is the forum where 
you can talk about when you'll have children, 
do all the things you want to do professionally, 
and still be true to yourself? We want to work 
with what our women want to do.” 

Any Simmons MBA student, present or 
past, is eligible for the entrepreneurship cer- 
tificate, and there is talk of opening the pro- 
gram up to women with MBAs from other uni- 
versities. The program consists of four courses: 
feasibility assessment (including assessing 
whether entrepreneurship is for you), business 


plans, “growing” a business, and a 225-hour 
practicum that pairs the student with a female 
entrepreneur for a substantial project. Many 
successful women entrepreneurs are willing to 
mentor their juniors, and Simmons has devel- 
oped a network of them for its students. 

For the deserving, there are several exter- 
nal scholarships that Simmons matches with 
tuition waivers. Amanda Thomas, 28 and 
completing her certificate, found the Sim- 
mons program supportive both financially 

and otherwise. “Most schools are com- 
petitive within classes and between 
students,” she reports. “Sim- 
mons has the attitude: the 
more successful we can make 
everyone in the program, 
the better we will be individ- 
ually.” 
Thomas, who may start a 
software company, said Sim- 
mons taught her the value of 
creating a good culture at work.

our health affected 
y . by globalization? Think infec- 
7 tious diseases such as SARS, 

AIDS, avian flu, and Ebola, 
and lifestyle-linked dis- 
eases such as obesity and 
chronic heart problems. 

“With globalization, what 
happens in one part of the 
world affects other parts of the world. There’s 
travel of people and goods and commerce,” 
says Vish Viswanath, professor of HEALTH COM- 

MUNICATIONS AT THE HARVARD SCHOOL OF PUB- 

LIC HEALTH (HSPH). “We're also witnessing, 

with development and industrialization, that 

chronic diseases like obesity are becoming 
more important in India, Central America, 
and South America.” So, according to 

Viswanath, tackling public-health problems 

requires a creative approach that 

includes communication. 


“In the age of informa- 
tion,” he says, “we [have] two 
problems: information overload, and infor- 
mation that is not tailored to different * 
groups.” Enter HSPH, which this year formal- 
ized a graduate concentration in health com- 
munications to create a cadre of health-com- 
munications experts. HSPH already has past 
successes: it injected the now-commonplace 
concept of “designated driver” into the popu- 
lar lexicon in 1988 via mass media. (Didn't

know you were that suggestible, did you?) 

Health communication is a special skill be- 
cause the goal is to motivate lifestyle change. 
“Sometimes you want stories, not just facts. 
Sometimes you want to frame a message. 
Sometimes you want to use fear appeal,” ex- 
plains Viswanath, whose students practice 
strategies by creating segments for radio and 
writing op-eds and letters to editors. 

“You can get media training elsewhere,” 
notes Robin Harman, assistant dean of com- 
munication, “but you wouldn't get media 
skills as applied to health and science.” Stu- 
dents leaving the program would be able to 
craft effective messages in the private, non- 
profit, and government sectors. 

Shoba Ramanadhan, a graduate student 

in the program, finds that the Har- 
vard program provides a 
practical focus the- 


oretical field. One of her 
projects involved working with the 

YMCA to develop communications about obe- 
sity. “Part of their work is to take care of so 
many children,” said Ramanadhan. “It’s good 
to show that they’re taking care of children’s 
health.” And thanks health-communica- 
tion experts, we may be better equipped to 
take care of ours.

SMALL-WORLD STUDIES 


A globalized world often brings things full 
circle. “Change in [anthropology] comes 
from change in our world,” says Tufts asso- 
ciate professor David Guss. “It’s more com- 
plex and diversified, so questions become 
relevant in our own backyard.” 

The study of local and international com- 
munities is encouraged in a new concentra- 
tion called PUBLIC ANTHROPOLOGY AT TUFTS. 
“The new movement in anthropology en- 
gages in partnership with communities and 
does research with them rather than on 
them, on issues important to them,” ex- 
plains department chair Rosalid Shaw. At 
Tufts, the public-anthropology program, 
formalized in 2002, collaborates with the 
non-degree-granting Tisch College Citi- 
zenship and Public Service, which is housed 
on Tufts’s Medford/Somerville campus and 
often funds student projects. Shaw openly 
embraces the idea that public anthropology 
involves making a positive difference to a 
community. Traditional anthropology, by 
contrast, requires researchers set the 
agenda, be neutral, and assume that their 
presence didn’t change the community 
being studied. 

For students, public anthropology is an 
eye-opener to a colorful world. “I’m a more 
committed public citizen because of it,” said 
Sebastian Chaskel, whose project took him 
El Salvador, where he witnessed a traditional 
dance that has since been reinterpreted and 
given contemporary meaning by Somerville’s 
Salvadoran community. Chaskel created a 
museum exhibit at the Somerville Museum 
on the subject, which proved to be a special 
experience for area Salvadorans. 

The best way to benefit people, says Vera 
Belitzky, a senior who recorded the oral his- 
tories of Medford’s African-American com- 
munity, is to “come in as a novice, not an 
expert. It’s a tool in doing things that are 
meaningful to people.” 

As for careers following a degree in pub- 
lic anthropology, it depends on what stu- 
dents create with their experiences. “We're 
teaching set skills terms mind and 
intellectual query,” says Guss. “We’re not 
giving training in terms of a specific trajec- 
tory.” The biggest benefit, as Chaskel and 
Belitzky — who both plan to attend gradu- 
ate school — note, might be the fostering of 
good global citizenship.

Korean gender distinctions the MFA

If you were lucky enough to have experi- 
enced “Visions from the South: Korean 
Cinema 1960-2005,” a wonderful introduc- 
tion to Joseon cinema that filmmaker Gina 
Kim curated for the Harvard Film Archive 
couple of years back, then you're already 
aware of some of the world-class auteurs 
hailing from Northeast Asia. From the 
prolific 70-year-old Im Kwon-taek (his 1993 
masterpiece, Sopyonje, meditation 
suffering for one’s art from this director 
nearly 100 films) relative newcomers 
Park Chan-wook (represented in the series 
by 2000's Joint Security Area; his operatic re- 
venge thriller Oldboy was the Grand Prix 
winner Cannes 2004) and Hong Sang- 
soo (whose 2000 Virgin Stripped Bare by Her 
Bachelors offered cinematic strip 
awkward couplings, three men vie 
be the first to bed the title virgin). If not, 
then the Museum Fine Arts’ inaugural 
Korean Film Festival (which began with 
Wednesday’s screening Bong Joon-ho’s 
The Host, the most popular film South 
Korean history and movie” 
that’s much more) picks where the 
HFA series left off. 

Rather than focus the fountainheads 
of modern Korean cinema, this new series 
relies the emerging voices, generation 
that appears content explore similar 
themes from film film. This not crit- 
icism; Japanese masters Yasujiro Ozu and 
Kenji Mizoguchi spent entire careers doing 
much the same thing, to stunning effect. 

Although none the directors repre- 
sented this series has come close 
achieving the status Ozu Mizoguchi, 
the comparison remains valid. The Host 
burrows through many of the same dank 
caverns and dark spaces Bong’s previous 
thriller, 2003's Memories of Murder, with 
death always hovering just outside the 
frame. Likewise, Hong’s WOMAN THE FU- 
TURE OF MAN (2004; January 26 @ 6 pm + 
January 1:45 pm) finds him returning 
his preoccupation with immoral men 
and their desire seduce. 

Munho (Yoo Jitae), a university art lec- 
turer, has everything: the perfect wife, 
gorgeous home, and expansive yard for 
his dog roam in. He’s happy gloat 
about his status his old college friend, 
aspiring film director Hunjoon (Kim Tae- 
woo), who’s just returned from film school 
the United States. Hunjoon had pro- 


fessed his love the gor- 
geous art student Sunhwa 
(Sung Hyunah) prior 
leaving for the US; 
promptly forgot her, leav- 
ing Munho take advan- 
tage the devastated 
beauty before discarding 
her just as callously. 

Now, as Hunjoon and 
Munho meet for drinks, 
one of them observes: “Ko- 
reans are too fond sex. 
They have nothing better 
to do.” Inevitably, their 
drunken thoughts return 
the girl they both treat- 
badly, off they set 
on a snowy cab ride to re- 
claim their past. 

The tale not 
straightforward 
sounds, however. Hong, 
gin Stripped Bare by Her Bache- 
lors, more than willing 
dispense with accepted 
notions narrative sub- 
jectivity. Events don’t happen sequence 
much they occur different ways. 
Harking back milestone that other 
Japanese master, Akira Kurosawa’s Rashé- 
mon, the film shows similar yet different 
events taking place, perhaps concurrently. 
What the truth? Hong provides not an- 
swers but differing perspectives, and far 
as these men are concerned, they want on- 
relive the past whatever that past 
may be. 

Sunhwa, however, like other women 
pictures, has need the past. 
While the men remain children, forever re- 
peating the same mistakes, the women con- 
tinue grow, unsentimental about love, 
immersed the present and the future. 

Adolescent men are again the fore- 
front Hong’s latest feature, WOMAN 
THE BEACH (2006; January 28 @ 5:30 pm). 
And again they fail understand the 
women their lives. Hong doesn’t con- 
demn them for this shortcoming; al- 
ways, views his leads through ac- 
cepting lens, ironically revealing every 
horny misstep. 

Sex, discover, very much pres- 
ence within South Korean society (if cine- 
ma can be trusted as an accurate barome- 
ter of a culture); as such, it’s either banal 
hopelessly unerotic. Characters 
Hong’s films will nonchalantly ask: “Will 
you suck off?” Or, worse, the middle 
of sex: “Can I moan?” For the men, sex is 
always clumsy; for the women, it’s per- 
functory, not amusing.

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But Alejandro still lot fun

Some who despise Salvador Dali have 

found distasteful double cult film- 
maker Alejandro Jodorowsky. Both could 
dismissed as cheesy Surrealists, megaloma- 
niac hustlers peddling their wares the 
too-easily impressed. Dali, who along with 
Orson Welles was have appeared Jodo- 
rowsky’s never-made adap- 
tation Frank Herbert’s 
Dune, was certainly 
shrewd self-promoter. 
Jodorowsky, whose mid- 
night-movie head-trip 
duo, (1970) and 
sagrada|The Holy 
Mountain (1973), play the Brattle en- 
ticing retro double bill this week, seems a 
different, quainter bird. 

Dali was a society darling, a royalist and 
Fascist who fluttered about General Franco’s 
rectum; the Chilean Jodorowsky, born in 
1929, lifetime anarchist and outsider, 
drifting from one Latin American country 
another, fighting with, and alienating, 
everyone. Although perpetually declaring 
himself to be a genius, he hasn’t been able 
finance film since the little-seen The 
Rainbow Thief (1990), which starred Peter 
O’Toole, Omar Sharif, and Christopher Lee. 
doesn’t seem realize that his football 
fields of Surrealist images, however much 
fun watch popping the screen, 
don’t add spoonful meaning. 
said Breakfast Tiffany's about Au- 
drey Holly Golightly applies 
clubs and spades Jodorowsky. “Holly’s 
phony phony. She doesn’t know that she’s 
phony.” Neither does the wildly entertain- 
ing, totally fraudulent Jodorowsky.

plants the dynamics of the 2002

all with a few too many bullets to 
the head, with an anarchic jack 
Nicholson (a bit of everything

ilence could be golden, but British 

playwright Moira Buffini can’t re- 

sist throwing cheaper metals. 

And director Rick Lombardo can’t 

resist polishing them for laughs 
in the play’s bold, brash, but too-flip New 
England premiere by New Repertory The- 
atre (at the Arsenal Center for the Arts 
through February 11). Buffini takes off from 
historical fact to create an imagined sce- 
nario in which, at the turn of the first mil- 
lennium, Norman princess Ymma is exiled 
by her brother to England, where the king, 
Ethelred, marries her to a 14-year-old 
Viking prince the UK. Ethelred then has 
an apocalyptic dream in which Ymma en- 
compasses salvation, and he sets out to co- 
opt her for himself, brutally offing Vikings 
along the way. This much is true: in 1002 a 
Norman princess named Emma did marry 
the self-indulgent Athelred II (nicknamed 
Athelred the Unready), and she later wed 
his Danish successor, Kniitr, or Canute. On 
that foundation, the playwright builds 
steamy, savage platform which Shake- 
speare-like history (or, given that the cast 
numbers six, Reduced Shakespeare Com- 
pany-like history) dukes it out with The Cry- 
ing Game and Spamalot. any wonder that 
the serious themes and the tongue-in- 
cheek tone of this Susan Smith Blackburn 
Award-winning work don’t always balance? 
But the play works questions faith, 
philosophy, tyranny, gender politics, and 
individual freedom into a medizval road 
show awash anachronism and bodily 
fluids, it never bores. 

When we meet Ymma, on the road to- 
ward Canterbury and her fate, she’s 
barfing Marianna first 
“lines” the fierce Norman damsel are 
retching noises. Ymma’s maid, Agnés, 
tries keep the vomit out her mis- 
tress’s hair while improbably named body- 
guard Eadric Longshaft works religio- 
sexual obsession with the princess. Soon 
we meet Ethelred, a puling, near-naked 
hulk who never gets out soiled-looking 
bed covered with what probably was not 
long ago very large animal. The indolent 
monarch looking for way divert 
Viking raids his kingdom; marrying 
Silence, lord Viking-settled 
Cumbria, fits the plan. But Silence turns 
out to be a gangly kid who’s been brought 
pagan lore that conflicts with the 
aggressive Christianity Ethelred endorses. 
where uncertain young priest 
named Roger comes in: he’s spiritual 
guide Silence, getting him up, 
speak, for the “sacred act” that will knit 
him his angry bride pissed off 
about everything from incestuous rape to 
the tightness her corset. 


There’s plenty of lust, violence, and 
zingy riposte this proto-feminist bodice 
ripper and little polymorphous per- 
versity and genuine wonder. There are also 
laughs, sprung from an odd combination 
of Theater of Cruelty and contemporary 
nonchalance. Director Rick Lombardo han- 
the rampant sex and the outcroppings 
of tenderness with aplomb, but he pushes 
the goofiness of the comedy, particularly 
in the character of Ethelred, who’s played 
talented Lewis Wheeler like petu- 
lant Poor Tom morphed into a bloodthirsty 
Lancelot. The cast, though, is deft at navi- 
gating strange dramaturgical ter- 
rain, where medizval and modern crude- 
ness meld and, amid pointed depiction 
the barbarity holy war, loving bond de- 
velops between Bassham’s Ymma and Emi- 
Sproch’s sexually awakening Silence. 
Ethelred may appear get his way, but 
world the girls are king. 

Sometimes a play adds up to more than 
the sum of its formulas. Such a one is 
Joanna McClelland Glass’s trying (at Merri- 
mack Repertory Theatre through February 
4). It’s a two-hander that the Canadian 
playwright based her brief turn sec- 
retary to then 81-year-old Judge Francis 
Biddle, who had been attorney general un- 
der FDR and a judge at the Niirnberg trials. 
By the time Class got hold of him, months 
before his death in 1968, Biddle had turned 
into something of a Nazi himself, tyran- 
nizing secretaries (and others) with a com- 
bination nitpicking English, intermit- 
tent scalpel-sharp lucidity, and general 
curmudgeonliness. described, the ma- 
terial bodes crankier version Tues- 
days with Morrie. But out her youthful ex- 
perience, which pits capable youth against 
raging age and “prairie populist” against 
“radical patrician,” Class constructs 
endgame that’s both entertaining and 
moving. Moreover, theater has Nesbitt 
Blaisdell its wings, probably duty- 
bound produce the work. 

Blaisdell, trudging ever more labori- 
ously the stairs cluttered aerie 
above Biddle’s Georgetown garage, his 
ears encased muffs and his mind ina 
combination erudition and cobwebs, 
presents a man who ages perceptibly over 
the course two hours without taking 
step back from the parapets which 
takes his stand against desecrators good 
grammar and usage, bowdlerizers of his 
legacy, and his own failing faculties. 
the process leaving this life,” tells 
his feisty new secretary from Saskatche- 
wan.

Cherry Jones has doubt about Doubt 


Theatergoers who attended American 

Repertory Theatre the 1980s saw 
an exquisitely versatile actor, Cherry Jones. 
In the 1990s, New York audiences learned 
about this valuable commodity for them- 
selves. Now lones, called “an American ac- 
tress for the the Tribune, 
returns to Boston in John Patrick Shanley's 
Pulitzer- and Tony-winning Doubt, a play 
set at a Bronx Catholic school in 1964 
where a strong-minded nun tries to root 
out possible priestly misbehavior. 

When Doubt opened Off Broadway in 
2004, the play coincided with the emer- 
gence of the clergy sex-abuse scandal, and 
the themes still resonate. The story re- 
volves around school principal Sister Aloy- 
sius's suspicion regarding Father Flynn, 
who may have behaved improperly with 
the school’s first African-American stu- 
dent. But since she lacks incontrovertible 
proof, her conviction called into ques- 
tion. Jones's performance as Sister Aloy- 
sius earned her a second Tony in 2005 (the 
first was for The Heiress), and been 
on tour with the show since September. 

She insists she's “completely tongue- 


haven't seen it; I've only read it,” she de- 
clares before embarking on an eloquent 
explanation of its themes. “One of the 
things John [Patrick Shaniey] did that was 
so clever was to make Sister Aloysius a 
widow. She has been married, so she un- 
derstands human sexuality, so it's not 
something she shies away from. That said, 
the play isn't about pedophilia; it's about 
how we proceed. It's not how she judges, 
it's how the audience judges. We set up a 
situation and the audience has to decide 
for themselves. Within 10 minutes of the 
play, the play belongs to them.”

During the early ’90s, DeCordova Museum 
curator Nick Capasso was telling recent- 
ly, “Abstract painting was really moribund, 
boring, particularly Boston.” 

At the end of modernism, the style of 
bravura painterly abstraction flowing out 
the work Willem Kooning had 
come seem egotistically melodramatic. 
And the abstractions cool flat shapes 
and stripes flowing from Barnett Newman 
and Frank Stella seemed hollowly formal. 
The postmodernist stuff that followed 
seemed caught feedback loop art 
about art, narrow formal games, and 
wink-wink pastiche. 

But Capasso noticed Thaddeus Beal 
Somerville: “Here’s this guy who’s making 
these paintings that are very complex, and 
based fractal geometries and chaos theo- 
ry.” seemed like the beginning some- 
thing new abstract painting. And over 
the past decade and half it’s become cer- 
tifiable trend. 

The DeCordova grandly titled 
new “Big Bang! Abstract Painting for the 
21st Century” rounds up 15 painters, most- 
from New England, who reinvigorate 
abstraction by looking outside the narrow 
confines art and drawing inspiration 
and imagery from computers, stars and 
constellations, quantum physics, data 
mapping, the Internet, genetics, squiggly 
microscopic critters. This Information 
Age abstraction, thrilled the wonders 
all our fantastic new technology even 
notes that technology computers, mi- 
croscopes, telescopes, even animated car- 
toons ever coming between and the 
natural world. 

not say it’s scientific. “Scien- 
cy” might better word, because though 
this stuff evokes science, it’s mostly pre- 
tend. It’s fascinated with the “idea of data,” 
one wall text smartly notes, but imag- 
ines its own worlds rather than getting 
hung the real thing. 

One dazzling example Williamstown 
artist Barbara Takenaga’s paintings 
what often look like radiating, spiraling 
galaxies. In Angel (2006), pulsing orbs 
stream inward, the currents seeming 
fold and kiss the center. These paintings 
are mesmerizing, like psychedelic rock 
posters art. They evoke the awe- 
struck, overwhelmed feeling get when 
contemplating the vibrating vastness the 
universe, but they’re not star maps you 
could chart your rocket by. 


the paintings Cristi Rinklin 
South Boston, plumes blue and red 
smoke meander through vast airless the- 
atrical spaces that evoke the flashing, ar- 
tificially flavored hollowness the Inter- 
net. Much Kelly finds the geo- 
metric shapes for his monochromatic ab- 
stractions isolating the shadows trees 
the stripes beach cabanas, Rinklin 
builds her abstract realms collecting 
snippets digital flora and fauna. These 
are hand-painted works that come out 
Photoshop, which she deploys twist and 
stretch, blur and layer her source images 
Baroque painting, cells, constellations, 
and natural-history illustration. 

Bostonian Julie Miller’s amazing obses- 
sive-compulsive doodle 0(1) from 2006 is a 
giant field teensy orange circles drawn 
with needle-pointed pens and topped 
weaving lines that lasso bull’s-eye green

circles. Pink and yellow paint-marker dots 
hide camouflaged the pattern; here and 
there magenta dots pop out. Miller’s draw- 
ings always remind microscopic 
views circulating blood cells skin, but 
a monitor plays her 0(15) from 2006, a con- 
tinuous animation fields tiny circles 
that looks like buzzing static. 

Painting slow medium, medium 
built for mulling. This makes good 
place consider today’s instantaneous, 
ever-moving technological world. But 
despite topical references science and 
digital imagery, this art really about 
taking these subjects. It’s art about 
beautifully replicating their visual 
effects. Abstraction here way 
avoid engagement. 

Painting also inevitably calls associa- 
tions its long history. The most pervasive 
and surprising correspondence

are Pollocky swirling lines, obsessive doo- 
all-over patterns, even drips. 

Steven Bogart Maynard mimics Pol- 
lock’s technique directly with webs of 
poured paint atop soft backgrounds polka- 
dotted clouds color. Thaddeus Beal 
scratches radiating geometric patterns into 
putrid yellow fields in a meditative, Islam- 
ic patternwork echo of Pollock’s all-over de- 
signs. Jon Petro Worcester builds large 
painterly abstractions from accumulations 
of lots and lots of scrawled ovals. Meg 
Brown Payson Freeport, Maine, pours 
and blots watery, semi-transparent circles 
paint create elegant designs that could 
images cells under microscope 
coffee-cup rings. It’s Pollock had 
painted restrained abstract watercolors. 
Providence artist Terry Rose adds ink and 
pigment into wet varnish that the colors 
bleed out naturally, assuming delicate or- 
ganic shapes. The results resemble speck- 
led wet sand the edge outgoing 
tide, constellations, the gleaming insides 
shells, green jellyfish drifting silver 
sea, exploding sun. The cosmic motifs 
remind you that Pollock’s first drip paint- 
ings 1947 were titled Galaxy, Reflection 
the Big Dipper, and Shooting Star. 

Other artists create computery look. 
Bostonian Reese paintings re- 
semble maps heart monitor graphs spit 
out ancient dot-matrix printers. The 
flat shapes and bars color New 
Haven artist Clint Jukkala’s work resem- 
ble blocky graphics on a staticky ’80s 
computer screen. 

Jamaica Plain artist Laurel Sparks’s 
charming, stumblebum cartoony shapes 
blooming coral flowers. 
Clown (2003) resembles a masked ogre. She 
mixes her materials and her applica- 
tion: lovely meandering lines, flat color, 
patterned backgrounds, glitter, frosting- 
like blobs, caked-on paint that looks like 
paint peeling off old building. Sean Fo- 
ley Worthington, Ohio, paints abstrac- 
tions with graffiti vibe built from speed- 
lines, thought bubbles, and wingdings or- 
phaned from cartoons. Sarah Slavick 
Jamaica Plain builds assemblages wood 
tiles painted with ovals and lines dots 
arranged patterns that look like hover- 
ing orbs filled with jitterbugging cells. 
Sarah Walker South Boston offers two 
large diptychs paper layers blue 
and orange forms that resemble satellite 
views clouds drifting above cities 
webbed with highways. Peter Barrett of 
Woodstock, New York, recalls the rigid 
geometry Sol LeWitt painting eight 
hexagons, one above the other, directly 
onto the tall narrow wall the bottom 
the museum’s stairway. 

art world increasingly dominated 
by flat-screen monitors and digital print- 
outs, it’s refreshing see lots good old- 
fashioned handmade painting. This isn’t 
action painting, though, painting 
about the artist’s touch. It’s all formulas, 
control, mimics the rigor and the 
synthetic texture digital spaces. But 
there’s something little dispiriting 
about art that’s determined never get 
outofhand.

Mailer takes young Adolf

Having taken such larger-than-life 
figures Marilyn Monroe, Gary Gilm- 
ore, Pablo Picasso, Jesus Christ, and, of 
course, Norman Mailer, Norman Mailer 
now essays “the most mysterious human 
being the century,” Adolf Hitler. What 
say about this incarnation evil about 
whom so much already has been written? 
(The Castle the Forest’s bibliography runs 
seven pages and ranges from Paradise Lost 
Eva Crane’s The World History Beekeeping 
and Honey Hunting.) What perspective, what 
muse, what voice could one summon? 

Mailer finesses his old ambivalence be- 
tween the first- and third-person point 
view concocting kind first-person om- 
niscient narrator. “Dieter,” who also goes 
the suggestive initials “D.T. ,” is a sardonic, 
cynical, Rabelaisian “member matchless 
Intelligence group.” Not the CIA 
Ghost; more like the SS. Heinrich Himmler, 
seems, had theory greatness. lay 
incest, which compounds both good and bad 
hereditary tendencies, creating gods mon- 
sters, or one in the same. Could the Fiihrer, 
the greatest all men, have such Blutschande 
his background? 

one agents, Dieter 
investigates Hitler’s dicy genealogy. dis- 
misses straight off the canard that Adolf’s

grandfather was Jew. Instead, deter- 
mines that Hitler’s mother, Klara, was 
the offspring Alois and Alois’s sister. 
wonder Adolf only had one testicle! 

The Castle in the Forest is, then, as much 
about the father about the son. And 
what fascinating mediocrity (the banal- 
ity of evil, or evil’s instrument, need not 
boring), plows his side whiskers 
through three wives, innumerable mis- 
tresses, several tiers of the Austrian civil 
service, at least seven children, and a few 
beehives, ending his life a consummate, 
brutish bourgeois and, in his own words, 
“fine fellow.” 

Needless say, young Adi didn’t 
agree. But don’t even get his diabol- 
ical conception until page 68, and when 
the book leaves off, he’s just an anal, 
idle, nascently megalomaniacal but not 
yet anti-Semitic little shit of 13. We learn 
how his beloved mother cleaned his ass- 
hole, how organized war games with 
the local kids, how was initiated into 
something dank and demonic her- 
mit the woods, how his experiments 
masturbation inspired his toothbrush 
moustache. Unremarkable, and yet. . . 

For one thing, he has Dieter as a nar- 
trator, and Mailer’s assurance that devils 
and angels involve themselves every 
aspect human existence, especially 
when comes death and procreation. 
The theories of Good and Evil, God and 
Satan, history and fiction, don’t always 
convince, but the Mittel-Europaisch 
melodrama, with its Grimm-like uncan- 
niness and the author’s rollicking, ribald, 
grave-reeking voice, does. And 
though Mailer’s effusiveness can 
get tangled mixed metaphors 
(“The stench of a baby born to die 
its first weeks life settled 
into Klara’s nose her nostrils 
were another limb of memory”), 
there are also eloquent passages 
like this one about dying dog: 
“Luther now looked like young 
dog again, and some indefinable 
self-esteem had returned 
had always been more beauti- 
ful than anyone had realized, 
and could have become great 
warrior had been asked 

And Adolf’s love dogs? 
There’s nothing this book. 
Here’s hoping for sequel.

year 2007 begin the 

highest note, though usually 

look forward to visits from Robert 

Spano former assistant conduc- 

tor of the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra and now a celebrity in his own 
right as director of the Atlanta Symphony. 
His latest BSO program had astronomy 
theme. began with the premiere 
the 47-year-old British composer Mark-An- 
thony Turnage’s brief but grim end-of-the- 
world curtain raiser Ceres: Asteroid for Orches- 
tra, which depicts the crashing that as- 
teroid into the earth. And he ended with a 
rarer-than-you'd expect rendition of Gus- 
tav Holst’s hi-fi extravaganza, The Planets, 
whose most recent BSO appearance was 
nine years ago. between came the more 
frequently scheduled Violin Concerto by 
Max Bruch, whose only star was celebrity 
violinist Joshua Bell. None of these pieces 
challenged the audience in anything like 
the way BSO music director James Levine 
has been doing. 

Ceres owes a lot (too much?) to Benjamin 
Britten and the violent Stravinsky of Le 
sacre du printemps. The final hammering 
chords (marked “nasty”) are a little obvi- 
ous. Maybe the two new “asteroids” Tur- 
nage has added the past year make 
more compelling suite. The great BSO 
Bruch performance was by Ida Haendel, in 
2002 — mesmerizing, mercurial, moving, 
turns teasing and expansive. Bell has 
become pose-and-play violinist, taking 
few risks with his throbbing, undifferenti- 
ated texture and generic concentration 
the melody. 

The Planets, completed in 1916, is the fa- 
ther of movie music: tuneful, atmospher- 
ic, it exists to make an orchestra shine — 
and the BSO shone. The playing was 
propulsive, full-hearted, and out-of-this- 
world gorgeous. 

The following week, under David Zin- 
man, the BSO served up another musical 
potpourri. First John delicious 
Canonical American Songbook (2005), a suite of 
“canonical” tunes — “Careless Love,” “Aura 
Lee” (a/k/a “Love Me Tender”), “St. Louis 
Blues,” “We Shall Overcome,” “Happy 
Birthday” “canonic” polyphony sug- 
gesting medizval, Renaissance, and even 
Latin-American dances. Then Mozart’s 
stormy, proto-Beethoven D-minor Piano 
Concerto, with Radu Lupu. And Rach- 
maninov’s Symphony No. 3 (1936). 

Zinman scaled the orchestra back so as 
not to overwhelm Lupu’s delicate (some 
might say precious), pearly playing. He’s 
one the few practicing pianists who re- 
ally cares about beautiful tone, yet his dog- 
gy, high-pitched vocalism about far 
you can get from beautiful tone. The or- 


chestra began in hushed mystery, so the 
slashing countertheme didn’t need to be 
huge sound explosive. missed Mozart’s 
grandeur, but the performance certainly 
wasn't generic. Zinman is a smart and 
sensible musician. captured Harbison’s 
joky inventiveness (“Happy Birthday” end- 
ing with chorale wind mouthpieces 
that sounded like geese playing kazoos) 
and eerie poignance. But the long Rach- 
maninov, short on musical ideas, needs 
someone more eccentric more Rus- 
sian hold one’s interest. glazed over 
fairly early on. 

The big Harbison event came a week 
later, when he was the center of a Cantata 
Singers program featuring the two choral 
works this group commissioned: the 
Pulitzer Prize-winning Flight into Egypt 
(1986) and last year’s But Mary Stood — two 
cantata-like works based on Biblical texts. 
his pre-concert dialogue with the com- 
poser, retired Globe music critic Richard Dy- 
compared and contrasted their paradox- 
es. Flight into Egypt depicts the darker side 
the Christmas story the uprooted, 
homeless family escaping from the threat 
Herod’s slaughter first-borns but 
ends the mystery hope. The more 
consoling But Mary Stood, whose texts in- 
clude the famous “Through a glass darkly” 
passage from First Corinthians and the 
“Noli tangere” encounter between 
Mary Magdalene and the not-yet-ascended 
Jesus, finally dissolves into a question. 

David Hoose, who conducted both pre- 
mieres, led magical and magisterial per- 
formances. Baritone Sanford Sylvan was 
Flight into Egypt’s narrator, sumptuous 
voice (and you didn’t need to read along to 
understand every syllable); soprano Janet 
Brown (in the role created “soprano” 
Lorraine Hunt) made ravishing, 
angel. Peggy Pearson’s ominously seduc- 
tive oboe cantilena took you back to the 
ancient Middle East. Harbison spoke of 
how he always visualized what he was 
composing; Pearson his camera. 

But Mary Stood was originally written for 
chorus, soprano soloist (Karyl Ryczek — 
singing with even greater eloquence than 
she did last year), and string quartet plus 
bass. The orchestra now full string en- 
semble, and the piece seems all the richer 
for this enlargement. 

The two Harbisons bookended two Bach 
masterpieces: the dour and daunting Can- 
tata 101 (Harbison conducted the Cantata 
Singers in the very first recording of this 
disturbing depiction guilt and absolu- 
tion, in 1973), with Brown and Sylvan, and 
concertmaster Danielle Maddon standing 
out among the soloists, and an exuberant, 
life-affirming performance the C-major

orchestral suite, with Pearson, fellow 
oboist Jennifer Slowik, and bassoonist 
Thomas Stephenson the center 
blessed relief from the tormented cantata 
that ended the first half and lovely prepa- 
ration for the mysteries of But Mary Stood. 

the next BSO concert, former princi- 
pal guest conductor Sir Colin Davis was 
back music excels in: Mozart and 
Haydn. In Mozart’s three-movement Sym- 
phony No. 34, Davis’s reduced orchestra, 
with antiphonal violins, still managed 
create big sound. was especially pleased 
to hear the slow movement, marked, un- 
usually, Andante di molto, at a speed 
leisurely enough capture the hypnotic 
ticking the alternating first and second 
violins, passage often obliterated 
faster versions. 


Imogen Cooper, who played witty 
Beethoven First Piano Concerto under 
Dudamel Tanglewood last sum- 
mer, was more openhearted player than 
Lupu Mozart’s other great minor-key 
concerto, No. 24 in C minor (a good con- 
trast to the C-major Symphony). Mozart's 
darkest, most piercing concerto also has 
some his most exquisite writing for 
winds. The slow Larghetto was more 
lullaby than serenade. her solo pas- 
sages, Cooper suggested complete isola- 
tion from anything around her. Eschew- 
ing sentimentality, she still gave every 
phrase its emotional due. 

The concert ended with grand perform- 
ance of Haydn’s post-Mozart (he outlived 
his junior years) Symphony No. 102 
flat. Davis felt his way into the long-lined 
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contours the slow intro- 
duction and seemed live 
within the melody the 
slow movement. Then 
the finale, Davis teased 
out every trick 
joke encyclopedia. You 
could tell whether Haydn 
was tickling your ribs 
the soles your feet. 
Davis not showy con- 
ductor, but he’s so cen- 
tered the music that 
seems play itself, with- 
out ever seeming bland 
mechanical. 

was good week for 
the two classical masters. 
Another KBE, Sir Roger 
Norrington, the Handel & 
Haydn Society’s new 
artistic adviser, was back 
in Boston, conducting 
two Haydn symphonies 
(contrasting the tumul- 
tuous melodrama No. 
with the panache No. 103 flat, the 
Drum Roll) and Mozart’s enchanting Con- 
certo for Two Pianos flat, with im- 
provisation meister Robert Levin and his 
dazzling wife, Ya-Fei Chuang, on siz- 
zling and insinuating fortepianos. 

last dozen symphonic master- 
pieces each cornucopia Shake- 
variety and depth were com- 
posed for London, it’s not surprising 
that some the best Haydn conductors 
have been British (beginning with Sir 
Thomas Beecham). Norrington led 
elegant, vibrato-less period-instrument 
orchestra, which makes a very different 
sound from the riper modern instru- 
ments the BSO, yet both his Haydn 
and Davis’s had similar energy, shapeli- 
ness, and wit. Norrington’s sense hu- 
mor created some controversy. He’s 
great clown. He puts down his baton, 
folds his arms during cadenzas, makes 
faces, does double takes. He even encour- 
ages applause (when deserved) between 
movements. At one point, he started to 
conduct and nothing happened was 
this another shtick? (He in fact gave a cue 
the wrong musicians, then turned 
into a joke.) I heard a number of com- 
plaints about his overdoing the comedy. 
Davis never resorted such stuff and 
still got the jokes. Yet when perform- 
ances are this good, one reluctant 
criticize the manner which they’re 
achieved. And Norrington’s comedy al- 
ways underlined rather than undermined 
what was the score. 

sinister humor ran through 
the Boston Symphony Chamber Players’ 
latest Jordan Hall recital. This ensemble 
BSO principals sometimes lacks edge. 
But it’s hard play Stravinsky without 
edge, especially his scintillating Histoire 
du Soldat (The Soldier's Tale), which was con- 
ceived the end the Great War 
folk-tale/theater piece about soldier re- 
turning from battle who meets with 
the Devil. Seven Chamber Players, con- 
ductorless, played Stravinsky’s brilliant 
suite eight purely musical numbers 
marches, dances, chorale. was musi- 
cal storytelling its most brilliant. And 
edgiest. 

William Walton’s was less satis- 
fying. In this 1923 “entertainment,” the 
21-year-old composer provided kind 
dance-band accompaniment for playful 
and satirical poems Edith Sitwell origi- 
nally recited (and later recorded) the 
poet herself. The playing, under BSO as- 
sistant conductor Jens Georg Bachmann, 
was superb, but the recitations were more 
problematical. Actors and singers want

act and sing, but reading poetry, even 
time music, different genre. Acting 
out Sitwell’s poems the two reciters 
ply articulating them diminishes their 
faster sections, the brac- 
ing tempos established Bachmann re- 
duced veteran actor Alvin Epstein’s diction 
(in poems that require the precision 
Gilbert Sullivan patter songs) garbled 
gargles. With her impeccable diction, mez- 
zo-soprano Joan Morris fared better cap- 
turing Sitwell’s droll tone, though sever- 
key places she turned Sitwell’s vision 
mortality, of a pastoral Paradise Lost — 
“Now Pompey’s dead, Homer’s read, /Helio- 
gabalus lost his head,/And shade the 
brightest wing,/And dust forbids the bird 
sing.” into mere coyness. 

the Bank America Celebrity Series, 
tall Texan mezzo-soprano Susan Graham 
(perhaps a bit under the weather, as the oc- 
casional dry passage and intermittent 
throat clearing might suggest) and her 
skillful accompanist, Malcolm Martineau 
(not playing with quite the finesse his 
concert with Angelika Kirchschlager last 
month), presented delicious “tasting 
menu” of 24 19th- and 20th-century French 
songs different composers (Debussy 
and Fauré composed in both centuries), in- 
cluding several quite unfamiliar (Bachelet, 
Caplet). Even when not her very best 
voice, Graham endearing not pro- 
found or searching artist (as this musical 
smorgasbord, however appealing, might 
suggest): unpretentious, amusing, and 
touching (as she was, especially, in Messi- 
aen’s tender hymn “La fiancée perdue”). 
cellphone accompaniment the balcony, 
klutzy departure, and a loud thud down- 
stairs during (naturally) some her qui- 
etest singing couldn’t destroy the rapt 
mood she created. 

Some the more familiar songs she 
programmed are masterpieces: Bizet’s 
ebullient “Chanson d’avril”; the bleak di- 
alogue ghostly lovers Debussy’s 
chilling setting Verlaine’s “Colloque 
sentimental” (“Do you still see me in your 
dreams?” “No.”); Satie’s gnomic setting 
René Chalupt’s “Mad Hatter” poem; the 
multiple ironies Poulenc’s treatment 
Cocteau’s satirical/suicidal “La dame 
Monte Carlo.” was treat discover 
Honegger’s three surprising “little mer- 
maid songs.” Graham did them all jus- 
tice. Her two encores were Reynaldo 
Hahn’s elegant musical-snuffbox pas- 
tiche, “Ah, Chloris,” and Noél Coward’s 
“There’s Always Something Fishy 
About the French.” No Freedom fries on 
this program! ©

ITS SMOKE AND MEMORIES quick 


protest too. afraid that the captain 


are bouncing over 
rough ocean, boat 
packed with twenty 
so fishermen, and 1am 
breathing the smoke 

from cigarettes. the 
darkness early morning the captain col- 
lects money for a gambling pool. “First and 
heaviest, thirty-seventy split,” he yells, and 
when he gets to us, my grandfather hands 
over a fistful of bills. As the captain moves 
on, grandfather winks and says, 
“You will win.” 

When finally let our baited hooks 
fall into the sea, magically get the first 
strike the day and pull fish that 
hardly weighs five pounds. 

One fisherman says, “That’s only the 
bait. The kid’s claiming that his bait 
his catch.” 

Other men who have money the pool 


will not count fish, which alive and 
certainly not the piece raw flesh that 
my grandfather slipped on to the hook 
for But the captain pats 
the head and sticks wad bills into 
hand. grandfather looks proudly. 

excited that begin puking 
over the side the boat. 

I try hard not to cry, but my eyes are 
burning and can’t help it. grandfather 
lays me down in the middle of the boat, 
and the men cover with extra jackets 
until can longer-smell the bloody bait 
the cigarette smoke the fumes from 
the engine. Somehow fall asleep. 

When wake up, grandfather 
carrying his car. “Check your 
pocket,” he says, and when I do, there is 
much money. “You got the only fish 
the day,” he tells me. “You won the entire 
pool.” With cheek against his chest, 
smell the odor gas and sweat and fish 


and cigarette smoke that will forever 
associate with grandfather. 

“Just like you promised,” I say to him. 

laughs, and all life will won- 
der if I really caught the only fish, or if 
my grandfather stuffed my pockets with 
his own winnings. 

After I became a man, a paid profes- 
sional put staple through the cartilage 
grandfather’s ear and made him 
listen hypnosis tapes that taught him 
associate the constant pain the staple 
with cigarette smoking. A week later, in 
fit agony, grandfather pulled out 
the staple. kept the tiny but awful strip 
metal crusted over with his blood 
and hardened pieces skin small 
box, which carried around his breast 
pocket lieu cigarettes. 

was finally able quit smoking, but 
not before being diagnosed with emphysema.

ailing grandfather missed 
wedding and lived out his last months 
tethered oxygen tank, barely able 
walk from one room the next. the 
end he lay in a hospital bed attached to 
a horrid, hissing machine that pumped 
pure oxygen into his lungs.

out death, I smoked one cigarette a day. I 
was I her addicted to tobacco nor trying 
to quit. Every evening z, on the second-story 


artment, | would have a 
rette and watch my stained breath slip 
away into the night sky like a prayer. 

I had my first cigarette when I was in 
the sixth grade. There was a girl in my 
class whose mother let us smoke in her 
apartment, and even provided any brand 
we desired, free of charge. (This girl was 
very popular.) The first drag made me 
want to vomit, but I took another and 
another until, amazingly, | liked smok- 
ing. It felt right somehow, like breath- 
ing. Not cool or hip, but right. 

Organized sports kept me smoke-free in 
high school, but I started smoking regular- 
ly when I was in college. I was an English 
major, and many of the authors I admired 
smoked. The professors who had cigarette 
with me between classes were always the 
best professors. back then, smoking 
was great barometer character. 

I was — and, I guess, still am — the 
type smoker who will never become 
addicted. I can smoke a pack a day and 
then refrain from smoking for months. 

1 once watched a television sitcom in 
which a character says basically what 

I just wrote, and an addicted smoker 
retorts, “There's a word for smokers like 
you: bitch.” And, indeed, I felt like a 
bitch when one of my best friends — to 
whom I had given many cigarettes — got 
addicted and had to wear an expensive 
nicotine patch to quit. And I feel like a 
bitch knowing that another friend's little 
brother, who used to steal cigarettes from 
my glove compartment when he was in 
high school, still smokes my old brand. 

My mother asked me once how I could

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ever smoke after seeing what cigarettes 
had done to my grandfather. There is no 
good answer to this question. Maybe | 
should have said that I did not value my life 
enough to care, that sometimes it seemed 
as though whatever comes after death 
might be a welcome alternative — so why 
not speed up the process? As a Christian 
who believes in a literal heaven, she should 
have understood this concept. could 
have argued mathematics, saying that my 
grandfather had smoked as much as 40 
cigarettes a day for half a century, whereas 
smoked only one cigarette before bed each 
night and maybe a few more at the bar on 
weekends — therefore I was unlikely to 
meet the same unfortunate end. I think 

if I'd told her I was addicted, my mother 
would have better understood my need to 
smoke, but I was not addicted. So I simply 
shrugged and said nothing. 

I no longer smoke, except when I am in 
a foreign country. I have made a deal with 
my wife that when abroad, I am allowed 
to smoke the local brands with the local 
people, as a cultural experience. This is silly, 
I realize, but it sounds refined to say that I 
am an “international smoker.” Rest assured, 
not out the country enough for this 
to seriously affect my health. 

Okay, sometimes I do smoke clove ciga- 
rettes with a friend, but we don’t inhale, 
so it doesn’t really count. We smoke them 
because the ends are laced with sugar, and 
the smell burning cloves enchanting. 
When are hanging out with our part- 
ners, friend will say that need 
some “man time,” and then we will leave 
the women and smoke clove cigarettes 
under the stars. puff, sip whiskey, nod 
lot, and generally enjoy this time togeth- 
er. Somehow the ritual eases the strain of 
everyday life and makes us feel closer. 

Once while, wife will puff 
cigar with me, which is sexy and fun. 

smoker, I want to smoke. If I read about 
smoking, I want to smoke. But smoking 
has become socially unacceptable, and 
I rarely smoke a cigarette anymore. 

nieces and nephews have been 
taught that smoking evil, and they will 
point out smokers public and tell 
that these are bad people. say nothing 
when they ask, “Right?” 

One night few years ago, while 
wife and were backpacking through 
southern Africa (where it is still socially 
acceptable to smoke just about anywhere), 
got drunk and walked out onto pier 
smoke a cigarette with another backpacker, 
a hilarious Iranian-born Englishman 


whom | had met the week before. I looked 
out across the moonlit Atlantic and felt 
the salt mist on my face and sucked the 
cigarette smoke into my lungs and blew 
the gray clouds out through lips, 

and suddenly began think about 
grandfather. must have been the smell 
smoke and the gasoline fumes wafting 
from boats docked nearby. The feeling was 
so intense that I wanted to cry. Far from 
home, an entire ocean separating me from 
everything and everyone I knew, I thought 
young grandfather the navy, navi- 
gating the same black ocean was now gaz- 
ing across, and the smoke that issued from 
his lungs and climbed toward the same 
stars now overhead. lit another cigarette, 
and when my wife reproached me, say- 
ing that I was smoking too much, | loudly 
proclaimed that the cigarette in my hand 
would be smoked for my deceased grand- 
father and that wanted left the fuck 
alone. Annoyed, she and the Englishman 
walked away while I stood at the end of 
the pier and watched breath escape 
body. Smoking with my back toward the 
others, wept quietly for grandfather. 

My wife is a yoga teacher, and in her 
class have learned the three-part yogic 
breath: draw in three breaths on top of 
one another, gradually filling the lungs 
bottom top; then exhale the entire 
lungful slowly and deliberately. This pro- 
cess repeated until the breather 
trancelike state. wife has also taught 
how slightly constrict the back 
throat and breathe and out through 
my nose, making the sound of the sea. 
When breathe using these techniques 
and notice that breathing, and 
appreciate that miracle have visions. 
Images from my past will flicker across my 
mind’s eye: fishing with grandfa- 
ther; helping pump gas his station; 
digging for the coins that hid the 
sandbox. And future too. danc- 
upward from somewhere deep within 
and then dissipates before can remember 
what seen. wife has taught 
how to sit and experience the calm, quiet 
edge of a universe that I cannot even begin 
comprehend. The practice intimidat- 
ing, but also pleasing and cathartic. 

one ever taught grandfather 
yogic breathing exercises, but still used 
his breath break the endless routine 
his days: lit fire and watched 
exit his body and float upwards. Smoking 
was a bad habit, fueled by a chemical 
addiction, and it ultimately claimed his 
life. But like think that thought 
about something of consequence when he 
was alone, watching the orange cherry 
burn the end butt. Perhaps too 
wondered why he was there to smoke or 
think all. never rue the fact that 
grandfather was smoker. just wish that 
he had told me what it was he saw when 
was alone with his thoughts and his 
cigarettes and his painful memories and 
his hopes and his need light up. What 
was that learned through the years 
smoke? Was afraid the end his 
life? And were those few extra months 
spent attached to an oxygen tank worth the 
agony quitting, the hypnosis tapes, the 
staple in his ear? 

Whenever I smell cigarette smoke 
now, | think first about my grandfather, 
then about how many inhalations I have 
left, and slow breath and breathe 
deliberately and savor the filling 
lungs. And then, when cannot possibly 
take in any more air, I exhale slowly, 
slowly, slowly. ©

Brace Italian Grille 


Grilled perfection 


HEAD NORTH Brace Italian Grille, the North End, splendid. 


La Brace is a small, splendid North End 
restaurant featuring grilled foods with just 
enough red sauce to satisfy the neighbor- 
hood. It’s sparsely decorated, a nice contrast 
to the traditional Italian restaurant Rococo, 
and yet strongly rooted in Italian foodways. 
Chef Mark Fredette came over from Mare, so 
l expected some fine fish, and since La Brace 
means “hot coals,” might well grilled. 
There was, and it was. 

began (after bread with olive oil and 
balsamic vinegar) with calamari duetto ($13), 
a handsome rectangular plate with a heap of 
fried squid, crisp and sweet any town, 
and pair small stuffed squid, lightly 
grilled. The stuffing was based home- 
made sausage mixture that didn’t overwhelm 
the casings; neither did a cold dip described as 
“arrabbiata” (angry) that was actually sweeter 
and smoother than hot spicy. Crilled scal- 
lops ($13) brought three large sea scallops 
another rectangular plate with a balsamic 
glaze, light topping chopped green olive 
I didn’t entirely like (too much like a pickle 
with the delicate scallops), and a small but 
perfect arugula salad. Caprese” salad 
($15), however, had to strain to survive as a 
winter salad. The grape tomatoes were stewed 
with a little vinegar to get the maximum 
out-of-season flavor, and the fresh mozzarella 
was good, but the basil was down to shreds, 
and not very aromatic shreds at that. 

also had half order the risotto the 
day ($9) appetizer, which was very, 
very good. was flavored with sausage and 
some radicchio; and while this recipe was 
soupier and a little more al dente than mine, 
was delicious, lighter style that may 
choose to copy. Gnocchi pomodoro ($14) 
was simple but flawless tomato sauce 
pillows pasta, the 
apotheosis comfort food. 

Moving over the grill, it’s hard pass 
the grigliata mare ($27), seafood mixed 


grill that changes daily. The night tried it, 
had two enormous shrimp (as perfectly grilled 
shrimp can be), flavorful piece light 
fish (perhaps grouper), two nice chunks 
salmon, and a slab of cuttlefish that was a bit 
chewy but fun to eat. 

The striped bass ($26) here sets a new 
standard for farmed stripers. Fredette has 
skillfully boned the small fish so it can be 
wrapped around stuffing olive, tomato, 
and greens; then it’s artfully grilled and 
presented remarkably natural-looking 
stuffed-and-grilled fish (but heads fins, 
don’t worry). The side dish of lemony sautéed 
greens was also terrific. 

another visit, had special 
on baked grouper ($24), one of the most 
flavorful of all white-fleshed fish, here 
served as a square chunk over a broth of 
leeks and endives. love leeks and love 
endives, but cooked together they produce 
slight fishiness that doesn’t complement 
this dish. would suggest leeks and shaved 
turnip instead. 

This said, anything grilled here apt 
amazing, and you won’t want to miss the veal 
chop ($32). It’s a large loin chop with meat so 
flavorful that sure this calf wasn’t penned 
cruelly. Plus, the Montreal-style pepper coat- 
ing and impeccable grill work did honor the 
memory. were veal, would want 
to be served like this: on a remarkable slab of 
lightly grilled polenta enriched with cheese, 
with side broccoli rabe, sweet and bitter 
turns. 

didn’t like the grilled rabe side order 
($5), because, while grilled asparagus 
great innovation, grilled rabe seems 
increase its bitterness. 

The wine list Brace mostly Italian 
and pretty good, especially the 2002 Mon- 
tepulciano Marche Rosso Conero “San Loren- 
zo” ($8/glass; $34/bottle), light red with 
enough acidity complement fish dishes. 


The 2004 Barbera d'Asti “Panta Rei” ($42) is 
richer but less acidic, better for pastas and 
veal. The 2002 Rocca delle Macie Chianti 
($8/$34) is a soft but effective Chianti. And 
a white vermentino ($8/$28) from Sardinia 
had intriguing nuances of orange flower, 
but had been made into too heavy a wine. I 
can imagine this being delightful local 
version with less alcohol and body. 

Decaf coffee ($1.50) and even decaf cap- 
puccino ($5) are well made, and La Brace 
breaks with North End tradition by offering a 
few desserts, although not very adventurous 
ones.
